Regiments, Troops , and Companics, in the proſecurion of 
their rights and defires in the ſaid Petition; as alſo of their juſt 
vindication and righting in reference to the aforeſaid proceed- . 
ings upon and againſt the ſame, who have accordingly acted 
and done many things to thoſe ends; all which the ſouldiery do 
own and approve as their own Ads: And whereas after» 
wards (upon the ſending down of Field-Marſhall Skippor, and 
thoſe other Officers of the Army that were members of the 
Houſe of Commons, to quiet diftempers in the Army ) freſh 
hopes being conceived, of having our grievances and deſires 
again admirred to be made known and conlidered in 2 regular 
way, and without ſuch miſ-repreſentations as formerly, the Of- 
ficers and Souldiers of rhe Army (except fome few difſenting 
Officers ) did agaia joyn ina repreſentation of their common 
grievances, and rhe Officers: (except as before) did agree upen 
a Narrative Accountof: the grounds, riſe, and' growth of the 
diſcontents: in-che' Army. and their proceedings in relation 
thereunto, with an Overture of the beſt expedients to remove 
or ſatisfie the ſame; both which were preſented to the ſaid 
Members.of the Houſe, and from them reported tothe Houſe: 
And whereas the Parliament, having thereupon vored and'or. 
dercd ſome'particulars _— towards/ſatisfa@tion of our grie- 
vances, hath ſince proceeded to certain reſolutions of ſudden 
disbanding the Army. by'pieces, whichreſolutions being taken; 
and'to be executed before. full or equall ſatisfation given to 
the whole Army-in any: of the grievances, before effectuall 
performance of that: ſatisfaction'in party which the” preceding 
Votes ſeemed to promiſe( as toſome'of the. grievances )'and 
il If. before 
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before any conſideration atall of ſome others moſt materiall 
(as by the reſults of a generall-Counccll of -watre on Saturday, 
May 29. was in generall declared,and is now more fully remon- 
ſtrated in particulars, by a repreſentation thereof agreed upon 
by us a!l) we cannot bur look upon the ſaid re{olutionsof dif- 
banding us in ſach manner, as proceeding from' the fame mali- . 
cious and miſchievous principles and intentions, and by the like 
indire& praQices of the ſanfe'perſons, ( abuſing the Parliament 
and us) as the former proceedings againſt vs before mentioned 
did, and not without cruell and bloudy purpoſes (as ſome of 
them have not ſtuck to'declare or intimate) afrer-the body of 
the Army ſhould be'disbanded, or the Souldiers divided from 
their Officers ; then toqueſtion, proceed againſt, and execute 
their malicious intentions, upon all ſuch-particular Officers and 
Souldiers inthe Army, as had appeared to a&t in. the premiſes 
in behalf of the Army: And whereas upon a late, petition to 
rhe Generall from the Agitatours in behalf of the Souldiery;, 
(grounded upon the pteceeding conſiderations, relating to the 
ſaid reſolutions of disbanding, - the ſaid generall Councel of 
Warre to prevent the danger and inconveniences of theſe di- 
ſturbances, ortumultuous-aRings or confluences ,:( which the 
diſſatisfaQions and jealoufics (thereupon alſo.grounded ) were. 
like ſuddenly to have produced in the Army,did adviſe the Ge- 
nerall firſt tocontrat the quarters of the Army.,,and then to- 
draw the ſame; to.an; orderly Rendezvouze for fatisfation of 
all, and that -his -Excellency would immediately” ſend..up to: 
move and defire the-Parliament to ſyſpend-avy preſent procee- 
. dings upon the ſaid reſolutions of disbanding, to reſume the 
conſideration of the grievances and defires ſent up from the Ar- 
myz.and not to disband it in pieces, -before juſt ang equall ſatis-; 
faction given tothe whole : "And whereas ſome of the Regi- 
ments appointed for disbanding upon notice thereof, ; with.

Now foraſmuch 
as' we know not, how far the malice, injuſtice, and tyrannicall 
principles of our enemies, that have already prevailed ſo far to 
abuſe the Parliament and the Army, as 'is afore mentioned in 
the paſt proceedings againſt the Army, may farther prevail to 
rhe danger or prejudice of our ſelves, orany Officers, or Soul- 
diers of the Army, or other perſons that have appeared to at 
any thing in the behalf of the Army, or how far the ſame may 
farther prevail ro the danger or prejudice of the Kingdome; in 
raifing anew watte or- otherwiſe : Therefore, for the better 
prevention of all ſuch _— prejudices, or other inconve- 
niences thatmay enſue, and withall for the better fatisfaRtion of 
the Parliament and Kingdome concerning our defires of con-- 
forming to the authority ofthe one, and providing for the good 
and quiet of the other, in thepreſcnt affair of disbatiding, and 
_ for amore aſſured way; whereby thatalfairmay come to a eer- 
tain iſſue ( to which-purpoſes; we herein® hinmbly' implore rhe 
continued preſence and affiſtanice 'of God the righteous Judge 
of ll) the Officers and Souldiers' of the Army ſubſcribing

and ſuch ſecurity, that we our ſclves when disbanded, 8 in the 
condition-of private men, or otherthe free born people of Eng- 
land(to whom the conſequence of our caſe docsequally extend) 
ſhall nat remain .ſubje@ to the like oppreſſion, injury,- or abule, 
as in the premiſes hath been attempted, and put upon us while 
an Army, by the ſame mens contiauance inthe ſame credit and 
power, ( eſpecially -if as our Judges.) who have-in thoſe paſt 
proceedings againſt the Army 1o faxre prevailed to abuſe the 
Parliament and us, and to endanger the Kingdomey and allo 
fuch ſecurity, that we our ſclves or any members of the Army;

we ſhall very ſhortly tender co the Parliament a vindi- 
cation of the Army from all ſuch ſcandals to clear our princi- 
ples in relation thereunto: ard in the meantime, we do diſa- 
vow and diſclaim all purpoſe or defighe in our late or preſent 
proceedings, to advance or inſiſt upon any ſuch intereft, net- 
ther would we (if we might and could) advance or fet up any 
one particular party orintereſt in the Kingdome (though ima- 
gincd never ſo much our own) but ſhould much rather we 4 
provide (as far as may be within our ſphere or power) for ſuch 
an eſtabliſhment of common and '<qual! right, freedome, and 
ſafery to the whole, as all might cqually partake of, that do 
not (by denying the ſame to others, or otherwiſe) render theme 
ſelves incapable thereof, A 2a: 
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
